"The Imperial chancellor will remain in office until the 


questions connected with the abdication of the Kaiser, the re- 
nouncing by the Crown Prince' of the throne of the German em- 
pire and of Prussia, arid the setting up of the regency have been 
settled." 


This generally was accepted by the public as an official an-, 


nouncement of the crown prince's intention to renounce his 
rights 
to the succession.

Later however, the crown prince denied any such intention. 


At that time the crown prince said: 


"I have not renounced anything and I have not signed any 


documents whatever."

be happy to work as a laborer in a factory.

German Exodus Starts 


for South America 
(Bv the Associated Press) 


BUENOS AIRES — Four hun- 


dred Germans and Austrians, most- 
ly doctors, lawyers and other pro- 
fessional men were among the pas- 
songers arriving here today on the 
Dutch steamer Frisia from Amster- 
cV,m. It was the first large party 
of immigrants from the central pow- 
ers to Argentine since the beginning 
of the war.
